Amendments of 2/20/02 and 12/27/02 have been entered. Claims 28-43 are pending. 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 28-32 and 38-43, drawn to immunogen analogues lacking T-cell epitopes, 
classified in class 424, subclass 184.1+ and class 530, subclass 300+. 

II. Claims 33-37, drawn to methods of identifying/making polypeptide analogues 
involving the identification and removal of T-cell epitopes, classified in class 435, 
subclass 7. 1+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
claimed products would have been obtained and used in the prior art without specifically testing 
for the lack of T-cell epitopes. For example, the art has identified numerous B-cell 
epitopes/mimotopes of various polypeptide antigens (e.g. of infectious agents, autoantigens, and 
allergens) and used these epitopic peptides in immunoassays for the presence of 
antibodies/autoantibodies in patient samples. As identity/overlap of these B-cell 
epitopes/mimotopes with T-cell epitopes would be expected, the search for products of Group I 
would require an additional and extensive search burden, not required for the search for the 
methods of Group II. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

It is noted that claims 28-43 correspond to no claims originally presented in grandparent 
application 08/1 18,055, since the instant claims recite nothing about conjugation to a "platform". 
However, the presently stated restriction between products and methods of their production 
parallels that set forth in the record of 08/1 18,055. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
